The Farmer’s Hoy nnd Success. 

A banker, a lawyer and a preacher 
sat in a parlor cat- on the Hudson River 
railroad, enjoying the beauty of a cen¬ 
tral New York Landscape after a Juno 
rain. “On that farm,” said the‘banker, 
pointing out of the car window, "14 
years ago Dr. James F. McKemon, 
then a farmer’s boy, tended a sick 
sheep. He was skillful, gentle and pa¬ 
tient. The suffering animal got well. 
There were vague dreams of another 
life, of study and struggle, on his mind, 
and the young man borrowed some 
money the following autumn and came 
to New York. Eleven years ago he was 
graduated at the Columbia Medical col¬ 
lege, after three years of work and reci¬ 
tation from 7 a, m. until 11 p. m., study 
uutll 1 a. m. and as scant time for eat¬ 
ing as for sleeping. In six weeks after 
graduation he was supporting himself 
examining applicants for insurance in 
au industrial company. In five years 
no was able to study a specialty in the 
treatment of tho throat aud ear. I-Ie is 
making $23,000 a year now aud works 
just as hard as ho ever did. He is one 
instance of the farmer’s hoy who 
comes to the city and conquers fame 
aud fortune, but there are not so many 
now as there used to be.” 

And there seems to bo considerable 
food for reflection in this last state¬ 
ment.

DISPLAT OB' LOOT 


Take'll From Houses In and 
Around Boston 


Capture of Thieves Who Have Been 
Operating on Extensive Scale 


Boston, Oct. 14.—Stolon property, the 
proceeds of recent robberies in Boston 
*nd nearby cities, and valued at $2500, 
Was found yesterday by Boston police 
Inspectors in rooms at 11 Boylston 
place, occupied by a quartet of self-con¬ 
fessed crooks who fore placed under ar¬ 
rest Saturday evening. 

The prisoners are Herbert S. Dudley, 
24, atul Mrs,, Annie Dudey 27, bis wife, 
of 11 Boylston place| Abort Reynolds, 
22, of Cleveland, and Frank r. Gordon 
20, of Utica, N, V, Mrs, Dudley, the 
others say, took no part in the robberies, 
but disposed of some of the plunder. 

There was such a weight of evidence 
against them that the men made con¬ 
fessions, They could not give an accu¬ 
rate account of ali burglaries committed, 
but the lowest estimate made by them 
was 40. 

In their confession (lie men told Chief 
Watts that they had been operating al¬ 
most every night. Their method was 
to ring door bells and if the occupants 
were away they would pry open 
Windows and doors with a chisel and I 
loot liie place, in almost every in¬ 
stance (hey say their work was done in 
the early evening. A eh sol, two re¬ 
volvers and a dark lantern Wore found 
In the r rooms, while the stolen property 
included .almost every article to be 
otind in a well furnished home, with j 
the exception of heavy furniture. 

Nearly all the pawnbrokers in Boston 
Will bo summoned to police headquart¬ 


ers to loolc at the prisoners for the put- 
’ pose of iudentifying them as men who 
have sold stolen property to them. 

! All of the prisoners deny having been 
arrested before and so far as the Boston 
police know they never hn ve been, 

The display of recovered loot is con¬ 
sidered the greatest since the arrest of 
1 the famous Barrett and Chaffee burg¬ 
lars. 

Dudley said that lots of the stuff had 
been sold, and that from jewelry with 
diamouds in it the stones had been 
taken out and sold. He said sometimes 
J lie would take the best of the go ,ds 
j gathered in and make a price on it and 
I buy out shares held by Reynolds 1 and 
Gordon. He would make them think he 
sold it , but would hide it until he got 
good money for it, 

j After Dudley told how lie belonged in 
j Boston and that he had been carrying 
i on tlio w.ark for four months, he was 
; taken from the room. The others were 
I brought in, one by one, nud they told the 
' same story. When told that Dudley 
lind given up they were very much down 
hearted, 

The at tempt to locate the men who 
! were causing trouble began two months 
j ago, when the police were told that a 
I number of persons living In Boston 
; Wore concerned In breaks in several 
nearby towns. 

These persons were not located, but 
Within a short time quantities of goods 
reported stoen weeks before began to 
appear in the pawn shops. Then by 
shadowing the men who Were sell'ng 
goods the rooms of Dudey Were 1 icated. 
The men Were taken on suspicion and 
then the police watched 11 Boyston j 
place all Saturday night, until after 
they saw Mrs, Dudley go in. Chief 
Watts headed the raid and everybody 
interested had a big surprise- {
